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It was a nervous 10 minutes 
at 7:30 p.m. Saturday for many 
persons as they aw aited the 
bright glow of -the: new down 
town street lights. William Dun- 
kle, local manager of the South- 
ern California Edison Co., and 
a few others knew the mechanics 
ot the lights and confidently 
uwaited the full run of the 10- 
minute warm-up period. 

Others, vitally interested in 
the new lighting system, ex- 
pected the bright lights to flood 
the entire area with the turn of 
the switch. Only a small glow 
appeared in the globes 31 feet in 
the air. 

The first thought, of course, 
was a mechanical defect on the 
“big night”. Minutes passed very 
slowly but eventually, the lights 
were on with all their power 
and their full illumination. 


Mr. Dunkle was in the center 
of the group of city officials 
and others waiting for the new 
lights. He explained the mercury 
vapor lights heat slowly and 
illumination. appears gradually 
until their full production is 
evident. That takes about 10 
minutes. 

An “electric eye” operates auto- 
matically in turning the lights 
on and off. And so every night 
as the sun goes down, the elec- 
tric eye starts the new lights and 
by the timie the sun is down, the 
lights are on. Likewise, the sun’s 
arrival in the morning turns off 
the lights. The new, high-power- 
ed lights will, therefore, burn 
throughout the night without 
any. reductidn in illumination 
during the after-midnight hours. 

Officials explain the cost of 
installing automatic facilities to 
turn down the lights would not 
be justified in view of the small 
cost of the power during the 
early-morning hours. Power pro- 
duction is continuous and night 
consumption is small compared 
with the day consumption. So, 
suse of electric power all night 
is at a minimum rate. 

In any event, Upland’s néw 
lights are a brilliant success. 

Charles J. Dunlap, chamber of 
commerce president, City Man- 
ager Richard G. Manley, Paul G. 
Hottel, Mr. Dunkle and many 
others are to be commended for 
bringing about this fine improve- 
ment at this time. 

500 AN HOUR

A “black out” Friday night in- 
terrupted the display and throngs 
of persons were disappointed. 
At 6:50 p.m. an electric trans- 
former “blew out’, and it was 
three hours later before lights 
were turned on. The load was 
too heavy. 

Speaking of worry over light 
failure, ask any of the residents 
concerned. There was plenty of 
it.
